It  also  will  assist 
us  in  the  development  of  the 
organization's  short-  and  long-term  ob- 
jectives, by  promoting  and  arranging  in- 
ternational exchanges  in  the  Pacific  Rim, 
in  particular,  exchanges  between  the 
sister  provinces  in  Japan,  China  and 
Korea. 

Judith  is  well  suited  to  the  job.  She 
obtained  a  Diploma  in  Japanese  Business 
Management  in  1982  from  the  Japan- 
American  Institute  of  Management 
Science.  In  1986,  she  received  her 
Masters  of  Economics  in  International 
Trade  and  Finance  from  the  University  of 
Calgary.  Her  thesis  was  titled,  "Japanese
